under the delegate system .

ered to make such additions as were 
necessary, or at lea st they assum ed 


the authority. One of these additional 
rules reads as follow s:

com mittee of bis township on or befur* 
tile close of the caucus on March 5 
aud the said chairman shall forward 
tile names so handed him within Av* 
days to C. C. Connell, secretary, Lis 
bon, O.” 
It was apparent early last week that 
there would be no effort of a formida 
blo * haracter on the part of the can­ 
didates for county office to contest for 
delegations in East Liverpool. It was 
understood that with a community so

Pow ell bait long cherished an am ­ 
bition to be a railroad n a n . and en­ 
tered th** service of th** street car 
com pany with that end in view be­ 
cause there was not then an opening 
*in the Cleveland AL Pittsburg, 
During 
bls nine m onths of steady em ploy­ 
ment with the East Liverpool railw ay, 
he earned a high place in lh** regard 
of the patrons of the com pany and 
endeared him self to his fellow work 
men. 
He was careful an*! accom m o­ 
dating, ever mindful of th e com fort 
and safety of the people, placing th ese 
before his own interests at all tim es. 
Three w eeks ago “Tommy" Powell 
answered a sum m ons from the rail­ 
road officials at W ellsville to take th** 
exam ination as fireman. 
It is said 
that the test was in every way satis 
factory and weight is given tills stat*' 
merit when it is known that within a 
few hours after th*- result of the exam 
(nation w as given out he was on iii.* 
first trial trip over the main line of 
th** Cleveland Ai Pittsburg. 
It was here that one of Pow ell's 
main characteristics 
m anifested

self. 
lie had the reputation of doing 
everything he undertook in a thorough 
m anner and before he had finished Ids 
first trip h*' bail won his way Into the 
good graces of tile crew will! which 
he was engaged.

S en ato r W. V. Blake, th e author of

Senator Bruce of Ironton introduced 
a bill in the senate which proposes to 
give to women the right to vote at 
local option elections. 
The bill was 
prepared by the \V. C. T. U. and was 
given to Senator Bruce by representa­ 
tives of that organization. It proposes 
to give to women of the age of 21 
years or upwards the same rights In 
local option elections as are enjoyed 
by men. All laws relating to the regis­ 
tration of voters shall apply to women 
upon whom this right to vote is con­ 
ferred, except that the names are to 
be registered upon a separate list. 
The bill specifically says that wom­ 
en shall not be entitled to petition for 
a special election and shall not he 
counted in ascertaining the total num­ 
ber of voters for the purpose of deter­ 
mining w hether a sufficient number 
have petitioned to authorize a local 
option election 
This provision is in­ 
cluded In the bill so as to allay some 
of the opposition 
of the liquor

terests to the bill.
